They are very emotional and 
subject to acts of caprice aud abnormal abur- 
ratiou. They seek notoriety, delight to devi- 
ating from the recognized mode ot behavior 
and thought and are inflated with iduan of 
their own importance. They are trabject to 
uncontrollable passions of temper and are in- 
capable of Hdf control. They are depraved, 
Vluioui), Hensuai, eveu "doviliah" and ever 
aozioua to (in.-i-p out of their natural inaig- 
uinvance to uiufce theiiiHelveii tbe autijeotx of 
public notoriety. This olaua oonntituUui tbe 
niottt dangerouit mxitton of our community 
which can lie found outoide our luuutic uxy- 
lums. They endanger the public peace, give 
rise to great anxiety >.n tho part of their rula- 
tivrx, engender in many faniilien an immi'iisu 
amount of anxiety and uuhappinesa, and, 
aoont-r or lator, commit some aoS which may 
bring them under tbe but of the iaw of the 
land.

THE CORN FODDER CROP. 


Cnttinr. Cnrlnf and Storlnc f» a* 


IU GrtMtUat FeedlB* Value. 


Iu a locality with much raintall in 


Winter, or in which the snow falls dot-p- 
ly, it is unquestionably the best way to 
store com fodder in the si la When thus 
cured, the fodder should be cut when 
the com is in the glazed, or roasting, 
Btnge. But for the encouragement of all 
who live in localities whore corn cannot 
reach the stage indicated because of the 
shortness of the season it may be 
ou- 


iioued that even in these localities k'ood 
ensilaue mav bi M-oured. Bnt care must 
be, titkcu after the corn has been cut to 
wilt it before putting it into the silo, 
and the more imnutnre the corn the 
more wilting does it require. Aud when 
immature corn is thus put into the silo 
much care must be exercised to have it 
most thoroughly tramped. 


Corn for the silo may be cut |jf fc.uid 


with the hook or by using a blsW 
adjustable knives attached to it, aud on 
whch two nen stand and catch it as it 
falls and lay it iu bunches or sheaves. 
Tho sli d is drawn by 0110 horse aud cuts 
two rows at a time. By its use from 
four to six acres will be cut in a day. 
By the latent mode of cutting a reaper is 
used with an elevator attached to it. A 
w agon is driven alongside, aud the com 
is deposited 111 the box, or rack, of the 
wagon. But this w ay of harvesting tho 
corn is yet to bo perfected, although 
even now it can be thus harvested. 


Bnt in localitif* with little rain or 


snow fall in winter, aud iu which the 
low tcniperatnre.s keep tho ground in a 
fio'/t n cnudition, there is not the same 
ntt.'rM,ity for curing corn in the Kilo, 
bays u Muiiu-ot.i curre.ipfmdent of The 
Pr.urin F.iimer. It may be preserved in 
lino form in the fields, where it grew 
Tin.-, i .iu In-1 tin ti d in .-imply pmiiui, 
it up in slux'ki and tjlug each with 
(•trnig or band around tho top. The size 
of thohhot'ks will depend upon the ripe 
nw-,1 tif the corn, they being larger as 
tin- corn is more maimed. The shock* 
in.iy then IK- drawn ;is wanted.

pinch prone, to throw the shocks down 
it may be. well to stack them in a con 
vfiiieiit place, for feeding on the ap 
proaeh of winter.

It coiiMsts o 
two lungthi) of corn Irom hide to side 
tho butts ontwaid and tho tops lappinj, 
sufticieiitly in the middle to make the 
center somewhat elevated.

The latter is likely 
to be the method most commonly adopt 
ed whcro the, woik is to bo done on 
large scale. For fodder uses the corn 
shfi'iH IH> all"" ed in gt t alis>,»t if in 
quite ripe, but in no instance overrij* 
for tlmi it loses in pitlatiibility uud uKo 
ill ft<'(liiig value. Tho great mistake in 
handling corn fodder in th« dry regions 
of thowost consists in allowing it to get 
too ripe before it is cut. 


The methods of thra-hing corn fodder 


aud of shicdding it are growing in favor, 
but liothof these are as yet in the tenta- 
tive stage.

Remedy, nays: "I t*ke pleasure in 
recommending It. to my customer*, 
for I am certain t.hat It 


When to Cut Corn Fodder. 


A Country Geutlemau correspondent 


writes: 


The best time to cut tho com is when 


the curs are glazed and the husks turn- 
ing white. Cut at this tune not only is 
the fodder at its best, but thero will be 
no shrinkage of corn and tho ears will 
be veil filled out with plump, heavy 
grain. Quite late in the seufcnn, wlieu 
the weather is cool uud there is danger 
of frost, late corn may be cut up green 
aud will euro out without danger of 
turiukage or of tho fodder souring. 


As a rule, I prefer large shocks, 130 


to 144 bills to the shock, ns less of the 
fodder will bo exposed to tho weather 
and a largo shook cures out almost as 
soon as a small one. When tho field is 
to be put in %\ heat, I prefer to curry 20 
rows ou each side of the shock row and 
make the shocks 3 by 40 hills, which 
makes them as closo us they can stand 
in the row. It will cast 1 cent to p., 
more per shock, but is a great conven- 
ience iu nowiiiR tho wheat, and cinldes 
yon to pet the corn and fodder off with 
very little trampling of tho wheat.
